In early autumn of 18-tS 1 sojourned 


a few days at New London on the 
Thames, in Connecticut, and visited 
places of interest in Mount Ledyard or 
Uroton Heights, on the opposite side of 
the river, which is surmounted by a 
tall granite obelisk ono Hundred and 
twenty-seven feet high. It was erected 
iu 18.'iU near the dilapidated old fort 
Griswold, then without ordnance or 
garrison, to commemorate the deeds 
of brave patriots who perished there 
in a brutal massacre, while helpless 
prisoners, by British and Gorman sol- 
diers, led by a New Jersey Tory, in 
September, 1781. 


I crossed the Thames on a bright 


murniugand Wiisclimbing the hill on 
which the monument stands when I 
met an old resident of Grotou, a little 
village opposite New London. Ho was 
a small hoy when tho massacre occur- 
red, and remembered it, but could give 
very little information. Ho referred 
mo to ''Mother Bailey," the postmis- 
tress at Groton, who was a young 
women at the time, and whose lover, 
who became her husband, narrowly 
escaped. 


After visiting the fort and monument 


I called on Mrs. Bailey and was amply 
rewarded. She was then over eighty- 
years of age. She sat reading her Bible 
wheu I entered her room, and she 
arose with a pleasant smile of welcome 
that brightened her wrinkled face. 
I 


had been forewarned that she was a 
most ardent politician of the Demo- 
cratic school, and that if T was a polite 
ical friend of General Taylor, tho then 
Whig candidate for (he Presidency of 
the Republic, I need not expect any 
information from her, for (he could not 
tolerate a political opponent. So, fore- 
warned, I was forearmed; and when 
her almost first uttered words were, 
"What are Cass's prospects in New 
York?" I declare my belief (which was 
sincere) that ho would bo elected, and 
added, with some mental reservation, 
"At any rate, ho oiiyhl to be elected." 
This was tho key that unlocked the 
casket of her kindly feeling, and I 
spent an hour agreeably and profitably 
with her. 


Mrs. Bailey had been made a widow 


only a short time before my visit, by 
the death of her husband, Captain 
Elijah Bailey, who had held the -office 
uf postmaster at Groton for the space 
of forty years. He was appointed by 
President .Jefferson iu 1SOS. At bis 
dc.ith his official mantle was placed upon 
tho shoulders of his venerable widow. 
Ho, too, was an ardent politician, bin. 
was surpassed in partisan zeal by his 
wife, who in the embellishment uf her 
room exhibited the intensity of her par- 
tisianship.

Tito militia flocked to the fort in such 
haste that many of them were without 
arms. 
Arnold burned Now London; 


Eyre marched against Fort Griswold. 


"I saw tho American flag thai was 


flying over the southwest bastion shot 
down," said Mrs. Bailey. ''The Hes- 
sians made a furious assault on the 
fort, and a hard light continued for 
about three-quarters of an hour. Colo- 
nel Kyro was mnrtally wounded, and 
Major liromfield (I was told), a wicked 
New Jersey Tory, took the command. 
Very soon t'nc assailants brokn into tho 
fort, where, as I was told afterward, 
Rrnm field demanded of Colonel Lod- 
yard, 'Who commands this fort?' The 
Colonel politely replied, 'I did, sir, but 
you do now,' and handed the Major 
liis sword. 
Uroniflcld immediately ran 


Colonel Ledyard through witli his own 
sword, anil so murdered him. The 
(lesshms and Tories followed the ex- 
imple of their lender, and rnnrdered 
10 less than seventy of the defenseless 
garrison and badly wounded forty-flvo 
Jthcrs. The sav.iges would not allow 
tho wounded a drop of water. They 
left (luring the night by the light of 
burning New London, which Arnold 
had set on fire. The next, morning I 
saw Fanny Ledyard, who was visiting 
the family of tho murdered Colonel, 
come crying out of the sally-port, for 
she. had seen the dead body of her 
uncle. She had gone cautiously into 
tho fort, with two pails of water, not 
knowing whether the ruffians had left. 
She was the first to moisten the lips of 
the poor sufferers." 


Mrs. Bailey's late husband, then a 


youth about seventeen years old, was 
in tho fort just previous to the attack. 
Ho and Mr. Williams were ordered to 
man a gun at a redoubt in advance of 
the fort. They were directed, in the 
event of their not being able to resist 
tbe enemy successfully, to retreat to 
the fort. They were compelled to aban- 
don tho gun. Williams fled to tho 
fort and was murdered. Young IJailoy 
stopped to spike the gun, and when ho 
reached tho fort the gate was closed 
and barred. Ho jumped over a fence 
into a corn-field, whore ho lay con- 
cealed until the battle was over and 
tho massacre was ended, and so he was

Ad- 
miral llothan was file commander of 
tho Brit sh squadron b'o :kading tho 
Thames, lie was highly esteemed by 
the citizens, for liko his predecessor, 
Commodore Hardy, ho was a gentle- 
man, and his conduct had boon marked 
by forbearance and courtesy. His flag- 
ship was tho Superb. He determined 
to join in the festivities on that occa- 
sion. 
Announcing tho parole on his 


ship to tho "Amona," and the counte 
sign "Amity," he and his officers we 
on shore, mingled freely and cordial 
with tho inhabitants, and danced 
the hall with tho ladles of New Londo 


"I was then just fifty years old," sa 


Mrs. liailey when telling me tho stor 
"hut I was as spry as any of tho girl 
plump and fair, dressed in a Canto 
crepe gown, low-nocked, short-waiste 
and Bhort-slooved. I remember I hi 
a string of gold beads around my nee 
and white slippers on my feet. Tl 
Admiral was almost seventy years ol' 
yet he was as frisky as a fox, with 
jolly red face and white hair. I dance 
two cotillons with him. Captain Ba 
ley said I was tho prettiest woman a 
the ball, and he was a good judg 
Now don't laugh at mo because of m 
vanity. I love to remember it becaus 
my husband said it," and tears glisten 
ed in her eyes.

Captain's remark, for at tho great ag 
of eighty-five years there were in tl 
Face or this remarkable woman remain 
of former beauty.

Many Herald readers are, familiar 


with Whitticr's ballad of "The Pala- 
tine," just published in a collection 
called "Tent on the Beach, *c." £»v 


The singular legend which the New 


England poet has aided in extending 
•ind perpetuating had its origin in a 
marine tragedy which culminated on 
the shores of Block Island. 
But the wreck which I am about to 


describe was notcansed by violentgales 
r treacherous tides. 
The Palatine drifted helplessly ashore 


-jn a beautiful day in winter, her sails 
flapping idly in the gentle wind, while 
a score or moro of famished wretches 
looked aimlessly over her sides or rush- 
ed hither and thither across her decks, 
with faint cries, of suffering, or mad- 
ness, or despair. 
About the middle of the seventeenth 


century Marshal Turenne, tho great 
French commander of the armies of 
Louis XIV., ravaged and laid waste a 
fertile region in Central Europe known 
as the Palatinate, of which the present 
German State of Bavaria' then formed 
part.' Largo numbers of tho inhabi- 
tants lied into Holland and the regions 
of Northern Europe, and niauy of them 
emigrated to foreign lands, especially 
to America. 


BOUNIl KOI! PHILADELPHIA. 


Nearly :v century and a half ago tho 


.'alatine— her name significant of hct 
origin—crossed the Atlantic from some 
seaport of northern Europe, bound to 
Philadelphia, near which town quite a 
large number of well-to-do emigrants, 
who had secured passage on the ship, 
were intending to settle. That a voy- 
age having so tragical a termination 
should havo come down to us by tradi- 
tion only, and with particulars so vague, 
meagre and uncertain ns to perplex and 
embarrass tho investigator at every 
step, seems at first incomprehensible, 
but it should bo remembered that in 
those days Block Island was almost 
completely isolated from the mainland. 


There was no mail here until 1832, 


and a century earlier communication of 
any kind between tho inhabitants of 
tho island and their neighbors on the 
main was had only at rare intervals,and 
was necessarily imperfect and unsatis- 
factory. 
The writer's grandmother, who is 


still living at the age of eighty-eight, 
and who retains her mental faculties 
unimpaired, distinctly remembers hear- 
ing her grandmother, who was twelve 
years old when tho ship came ashore, 


late many particulars of tho wreck. 
From those particulars and from such 


other traditional narratives as from in- 
herent probability and general accepta- 
tion on the part of the oldest living in- 
habitants 1 regard as most trustworthy 
I have prepared this article. 


llOUUKltV ANT) RTAHVAT10N. 


The officers and crew seem to have 


formed a conspiracy to rob the passen- 
gers, and the plan upon which they 
settled deserves recognition from its 
fiendish cruelty, if not for its original- 
ity.Professing to be short of provisions 
and water they placed the passengers 
on such short allo'.vanco that the lattei 
were glad to purchase additional sup- 
plies at the most cxliorbilant rates. 
This soon impoverished the poorer pas- 
sengers and many actually died from 
starvation, though tradition still tells 
of many of the wealthier passengers 
sharing the stores they were able to 
purchase with their ampler means with 
their poorer comades, thus exhibiting 
a generosity which would havo shamcc 
less diabolical villany than was exhib- 
ited by those iu whose power they un. 
fortunately were. 


For weeks, as the survivors subse- 


quently informed the islanders, they 
sailed up and down the coast, while 
sickness, despair and death raffed on 
board, until at last, when near Block 
Island, the crew deserted the ship in 
boats, and on a bright Sabbath morning 
between Christmas and New Year's 
with sails aback and rigging in disorder 
sh'e drifted helplessly ashore on the 
"rinmmock." 


This is a shoal, now at some distance 


from the extreme end of Sandy Point 
the northern extremity of the island 
but then above the water at low tide 
and separated from the point itself by 
a narrow channel. When tho tide rose 
the ship, which had only caught on the 
sandy bar, floated off, and the islanders 
went out to her in their boats ant 
towed her ashore in Beach Cove, some 
two miles south of where she first 
grounded, 


LANDED LEAN AXD FAMISHED. 


The passengers, with one exception, 


were at once brought ashore, and rnosl 
of them were taken to the houses oi 
Edward Sands and Simon Ray, then 
tho two chief magnates of the island, 
where they were hospitably treated. 


Many of them, however, were too 


weak to rally, while others, unable to 
restrain themselves, ate so greedily 
that they died from the effects, and the 
graves where they were buried are stil 
to be seen apart from other burial 
grounds, and though no memorial is 
erected to mark tho spot and no fence 
encloses tho lonely craves they have 
commanded the respect of half a dozen 
generations a.nd remain mute witnesses 
silently protesting against the implied 
charges of cruelty whidi the poet, who 
had received imperfect and correct in- 
formation with regard to tho subject, 
has innocently conveyed to the public. 


The Edward Sands above referred to 


was the father of my grandmother's 
grandmother, and one of tho passengers 
taken to his house—which, by the way, 
Is still standing—presented to.hii 
daughter, the little twclve-vcar-old girl 
previously spoken of, a dress pattern 
of East India calico, or "chintz patch- 
cm," aa It was then called. 


There was one passenger, s woman; 


who, crazed with her losses and suffer- 
ings, refused to leave the wreck when 
the reit nf the passengers wore brought 
ashore. By tome means now unknown 


he ship took lire and was bunted, this 
woman, it is said, perishing iu the 
lames. 


A 1'IKHY I.KOKND. 


TriulUion informs us that within 
wolvo months thereafter a burning 
hip, was seen coasting; along tho shores 
if lilock Island, and that the same 
{hostly visitant appeared at, frequent 
iut irregular Intervals for many years, 
lot only mariners, but those who live 
tear the sea, particularly in regions 
ubject to tempestuous storms, are pe- 
uliarly attached to legendary lore, and 
iro perhaps more than usually inclined 
o be supi'rstitious, hut that a strange 
Ight has often been seen near the shore 
icre, and at times at a considerable dis- 
anco from the shore, and that it was 
is erratic in its movements as it was 
ncertain iu ils appearance, is indis- 
utablo. 
It has not been seen, so far as I 
ave been able to discover, for a 
umber of years, and I have never seen 
t myself, but I havo talked with scores 
jf people who have, and with some 
vho, having no faith in its supernat- 
ural origin, examined it coolly and 
vith the purpose of determining its 
:anse.

"I now hasten to fulfil my engage- 


ment. I should long since have com- 
municated the fact to the scientific 
world, hut was unwilling to depend 
wholly upon tlio information of others 
when by a little delay there was a prob- 
ability of my receiving ocular demon- 
stration. I have not, however, been so 
fortunate in this respect as I could 
wish, having had only two opportuni- 
ties of witnessing tliis phenomenon. 
My residing nearly six miles from the 
shore which lies next to the region of 
its exhibition and behind elevated 
jiound lias prevented me from seeing 
t so frequently, perhaps, as I might 
otherwise have done. 
The people who have always lived 


liere are so fnniiliamed to the sight 
that they never think of giving notice 
to those who do not happen to be pres- 
ent or oven of mentioning it afterward 
unless they hear some particular in- 
quiries made. 
This curious irradiation arises from 


the ocean near tho northern part of the 
island. 
Its appearance is nothing different 


from n Maze ol lire. Whether it acln- 
ally touches tho water or merely hov- 
ers over it is uncertain, for I am in- 
formed that no person has been nciir 
enough to decide accurately. 


It beams with various magnitudes, 


and appears to bear no moro analogy 
to the lynis Aifmis than it does to tho 
aurora borealie. 


Sometimes it is small, resembling the 


light through a distant, window, at oth- 
ers expanding to the h'eight of a ship 
with all her canvas spread. 


When largo it displays a pyramidal 


form, or three constant streams. 
Iu 


tho latter case the streams are blended 
together at the bottom, but separate 
and distinct at tho top, while the mid- 
dle one rises higher than the other two. 
It may have the same appearance when 
small, but owing to distance and sur- 
rounding vapors it cannot ho clearly 
perceived. 


CHANGING PIIA8KB OF FLAMK. 


The light often seems to bo in a con- 


stant state of insulation, descending by 
degrees, until it becomes invisible, or a 
lurid point; then shining anew, some- 
imes with a sudden blaze, others by a 
gradual increase to its former size. TIiu 
duration of its greatest and least state 
of illumination is not, commonly, more 
than two or three minutes. 


This inconstancy, however, docs not 


appear in every instance. 


After tho radiance seems to he totally 


extinct it does not always return in the 
same place, but is not infrequently 
seen shining at somo consicrdable dis- 
tance from where it disappeared. 


Iu this transfer of locality it seems 


to have no certain line of direction. 


When most expanded this blaze is 


generally wavering, like tiie Hume of a 
torch; at one time it appears statiou- 
afy, at another progressive. 
it is seen in all seasons of (he year, 


and for the most part in the calm wea- 
ther which precedes an easterly or 
southerly storm. It lias, however, been 
noticed during a severe northwesterly 
gale, and when no storm immediately 
followed. 
Its continuance- is some- 


times but transient; at others through- 
out the night, and it has been known 
to appear several nights in succession. 
This blaze actually emits iluminous 
rays. 


BVF.N LIOHTIJfG UP JtOOMS. 


A gentleman whose house is situated 


near the sea informs me that he has 
known ic to illuminate considerably 
the walls of his room through the win- 
dows. This happens only when the 
light is within half a mi le of the shore, 
for it is often seen blazing at six or sev- 
en miles' distance, and strangers sup- 
pose it to be a vessel on fire. 


flavinggiveii a concise but general 


description of this radiance, in which I 
have been aided by the concurrent tes- 
timony of divers veritable characters, I 
will now offer you those observations 
afforded me by the opportunities 1 have 
had of regarding it myself. 


The first time I beheld it was at eve- 


ning twilight in February, 1810. 


It was large and greatly lambent 


very bright, broad at the bottom, anc 
terminating acutely upward. 


From each side seemed to issue rays 


of faint light similar to those percepti- 
ble in any blaze placed in the open air 
at night. 
It continued about fifteen minutes 


from the timo I first observed it, thci 
gradually became smaller and more 
dim until it was finally extinguished. 


I saw it again on the evening o: 


December 20. It was then small, ant 
I supposed it to be a light on some vcs 
sel, but I was soon undeceived. 
It moved along apparently parallel to 


tho shore for about two miles in the 
time that I was riding one mile at a 
moderate pace. An ascent of grount 
then hid it for a few moments from mj 
view. Passing this, I observed it abou 
half way back to the place where ithac 
commenced its vagrant career. 


I1APTIZKI) BY THE ISJ.ANDKRS. 


I then stopped to observe more at- 


tentively. 
The- light then remained 


still for some time, then moved of 
quickly for several rods and made a 
halt, thus being in a state of alternate 
motion and rest. 
Its magnitude and 


lustre were lubject to the name tin 
steadiness described above.

A ftaragraph IB going the rounds of 


the abfloultural press entitled "Remedy 
for Scale Insects," quoting Professor 
Riley aa having had the bent results in 
fighting scale insects with kerosene 
•mulsion prepared itfter the following 
formula: "Take the white of two eggs, 
three tablcspoonfuls of sugar, thrcu- 
(uartors of a quart of water, and one 
quart of kerosene. Mix thoroughly, by 
•working them together by means of a 
force uurhpand cyclone nozzle, for five 
or ten minutes. "The emulsion BO pro- 
duced' can afterward be diluted with 
water to any desired amount." This is 
in reality, as wo have reason to know, 
quite misleading. 
What 
Professor 


Riley has said in reference to this mat- 
ter is contained in the introduction to 
hii last annual report as United States 
Entomologist: ''In connection with the 
•abject of kerosene emulsion, I may 
pot on record here an important dis- 
covery mado last spring, in carrying 
the further experiments at the office in 
emulsifying this oil. It is that the 
white of eggs with a little sugar may be 
used' as a satisfactory substitute for 
milk where this is not accessible. If 
the white of 2 eggs, about 2 tublespoon- 
fnls of sugar, J quart of water and Ii 
quarts of kerosene are worked through 
a force pump and cyclone nozzle for 
from 0 to 10 minutes, a cream-like 
emulsion is produced which can be 
diluted with "water to any desired 
amount without any sepcration of the 
oil; provided that the emulsion is not 
allowed to stand for any length of 
time." This method of emulsifying 
kerosene oil is, as will he seen, suggest- 
ed only as a substitute for milk where 
that is not accessible. 
The formula 


that Professor 
liiley has from the 


beginning recommended, and which is 
frequently attributed to others, is really 
that found to bo most satisfactory in 
experiments made under his direction 
by G. H. Hubbard, in 1881. It is as 


material for a fertilizer, Hut it is none 
the less worth saving, aaiitu from Ihu 
necessity for frequent cleaning out of 
privy vaults for reasons of health pre- 
servation. 


Agricultural Note* and Bint*. 


A heavy farm roller used on mead- 


ows just after frost Is out of the ground 
will press down loose stones. 
It also 


serves a good purpose in compacting 
the soil around the grass and clover 
roots. The wire-tooth horse-rake every 
summer loosens a good many stones, 
aud in winter frost is pretty sure to lift 
them out on the surface. 


One result of the recentcold weather, 


both west aud cast, is that fruit blos- 
soms will bo kept back. 
If not pre- 


viously killed by cold weather, the 
buds will now open with little danger 
of being destroyed by late spring frosts. 
This may, therefore, bo a good fruit 
year for places where buds are more 
apt to bo killed in spring than by win- 
ter's severity. 


If hens are confined 
in somewhat 


narrow limits there is a great advantage 
in having two runs to be used alter- 
nately through the season. If possible 
these'.sliould be arranged so that a ono- 
horso'plow can be introduced and the 
ground be plowed or dragged over 
every time a change in quarters is 
mado. 
A few sowing of oats, dragged 


in, will keep the fowls busy scratching 
for the grain, aud what escapes them 
and grows will be worth oven more for 
green food. 


There is little advantage in relying on 


sowed graiu for pasture. -The soil has 
to be loose to get a seed bed, aud it 
poaches badly after every rain. Ani- 
mals may walk on timothy or clover 
sod without absolutely destroying it, 
but this is scarcely possible where 


follows: 
Kerosene ............... 2gallons-67percent.

Heat the solution of soap and add it 


boiling hot to the kerosene. Churn the 
mixture by means of a force pump and 
•pray nozzle for five or ten minutes. 
The emulsion, if perfect, fovms a cream 
which thickens on cooling, aud should 
adhere without oilncss to the surface of 
glass. Dilute before using one part of 
the emulsion with nine parts of cold 
water. The above formula gives three 
gallons of emulsion, and makes when 
diluted thirty gallons of wash.— Scien- 
tific American. 


Chestnuts on Oak Trees. 


G. 0. Hnyfordof Col fax has made a 


most interesting, and what promises 
to be a valuable discovery in nut-grow- 
ing. 
Owing to observations that the 


nuts of tho black oak and the Italian 
chestnut were similar in shell and 
texture of meat, he concluded that the 
latter might be successfully grafted 
upon the former, and lust year tried the 
experiment. 
1-To grafted a number of 


small oaks with sciuns from Italian 
chestnuts of previous year's growth, 
and with 
most gratifying results. 


Nearly every one of the grafts grew and 
attained a remarkable height for a 
•ingle year. The union between the 
stock and grafted section is excellent, 
and the new growth give? a specially 
vigorous and hardy appearance. There 
can bo no doubt that trees so grown 
will bo equal if not superior to the 
natural stock of the chestnut, and from 
results of experiments in other ingraft- 
ings it is believed thut earlier bearing 
will bo secured. 
The outlook, then, 


appears to bo that persons having land 
upon which young oaks arc growing 
m:iy, instead of grubbing them out, 
graft thorn, aud thus soon huvcaficld 
of thrifty, Italian chestnuts, without 
even plowing tho land. 
Thinning, 


however, sufficient to permit the field 
being plowed, would unquestionably 
increase tho rapidity of growth and bo 
desirable. .Marco Varoxza, who has an 
excellent farm • at Middlotown, near 
Placorville, 111 Dorado county, triod 
tho sumo tiling successfully two years 
aj;o.—Sacramento Record-Union. .

KIIIKI> OrgTRiiB.—Out of their own 


liquor into cracker meal, coat well, dip 
in beaten egg and then in cracker meal 
again; fry four or five minutes. Oys- 
ters look twice as large as they really 
are when double-breaded. 


Bun-Bit TAFFY.—Two cups sugar, 


one cup water, two tablespoons of mo- 
lasses, four tablespoons of vinegar, one 
and a half tablespoons of butter, Boil 
twenty or thirty minutes and pour in 
buttered tins. 


CHEAP CAKK.—Put one-half teacup 


of warm lard in a pan with ono and a 
ha!f cups of sugar, one-half cup water, 
a little flour; stir well or until the sugar 
is dissolved, add one-half cup of water, 
two eggs, a little nutmeg or essence of 
lemon, baking powder ono teaspoon- 
fiilj and flour enough to suit; stir well. 
This will make dropcakes if 
flour 


enough be added, and sheet-cuke if loft 
thin. 


STUFFKD HADDOCK.—To stuff had- 


dock, mix one ounce of dripping with 
one and a half ounces of bread crumbs, 
add to this one tcnspoonful of chopped 
parsley, one onion, one tcaspoonful of 
milk anil a little salt and pepper. After 
shilling the fish, sew It up neatly and 
put it into a baking pan. Itrnsh it over 
with butter or melted drippings and 
sprinkle with bread crumbs. 
Bake in 


a moderate oven, basting occasionally. 


just after milking, will save the next 
mess from being flavored, is a popular 
mistake. Heating the milk will cause 
the flavor of the turnip to evaporate so 
that it will not affect the butter made 
from it. But there are objections to 
this. The butter from milk thus treat- 
ed will bo.soft, and the milk, if used as 
food, will have a constipation effect 
which it did not before possess. 


The earliest time in spring when tho 


weather is warm enough is best for 
pruning the grape vine if the work has 
not been done in the fall. The grape 
vino starts into growth slowly, and if 
the cut is now exposed to the air, it 
will dry up so ^u not to bleed after the 
sap begins to run. Some cut and then 
throw tho vines down on the ground. 
But a vine that has been exposed im the 
tsellis through winter without injury 
is past danger now. If tho cut end is 
thrown on the damp aoil the end will 
not dry. and therefore will bleed as 
badly as if fresh cut as the bud begins 
to swell. 


Tho corn crop, next to tho potato 


crop, is the most expensive that a 
farmer can grow. 
Tlio excess of ex- 


pense in tho potato crop is altogether 
in the seed. Plowing, titling tlio land, 
cultivation and harvesting are about as 
expensive for ono as the other. 
Tho 


point that should most impress farmers 
is that with the corn crop heavy manur- 
ing and high culture always secure a 
profitable return. With pota'tocs there 
is a risk from rot if too much manure 
is applied, or a wet season may cause 
rot anyway. 
The little extra labor 


necessary to assure a full crop of corn 
is tho only part of tho farmer's work 
from which he never gets cheated out 
of his pay. 


POTATO TEA CAKKS.-Tako one pound 


of cold boiled potatoes, and mash them 
smooth with the rolling-pin. Add one 
pound of flour, half a pound of suet, 
very finely chopped, six ounces of cur- 
rants, two ounces of moist sugar and 


Improving Sandy Soil. 


Sandy soil requires much less time 


and much less expense than clay soil to 
bring it into good condition. No under- 
draining is necessary, and less care and 
effort are required in 
working 
ii. 


What it needs is to he put into condi- 
tion to retain moisture, and prevent 
waste of manure by washing and evap- 
oration, as its hold upon manure is vi 
slight in the absence of clay. To sup- 
ply the necessary clay would bo too ex- 
pensive. The most successful treat- 
ment is to charge the surface soil with 
fine vegetable matter, to bo thoroughly 
mixed and incorporated with the tilla- 
ble soil. For this purpose nothing is 
better than muck. This not only' im- 
proves the texture of the soil, but 
deepens its color, which favors the ab- 
sorption of heat so much needed early 
in the season. It also contains some 
plant food; but not enough to realize 
much profit, if any, on the cost. It is 
the manure that is to be used after the 
application of the muck, or what is bet- 
ter, combined with the muck before it 
is applied on tho land, that is to realize 
the profit, the mnck being the medium 
to convey and hold tho manure for the 
use of the plant as it requires it. And 
it answers this purpose well, having, 
like clay, an attraction for Iho fertiliz- 
ing clement;, particularly 
nitrogen, 


which in the main it holds lill taken up 
by the plant. It also absorbs and re- 
tains moisture. The best way to com- 
bine manure and \vgetable matter is to 
use tho latter as an absorbent in the 
stable. Where muck is lacking other 
material may be employed, such as 
chaff, leaf mold or sawdust from hard- 
wood, to ho usnd in a dry state, when 
they will readily absorb tho fluids of 
the stables, which are by far the best 
portion of the droppings', and are ready 
at once to be taken up by vegetation 
when applied to the land.—[Practical 
.Farmer.

cooling; when cool, add a little extract 
vanilla which improves tho taste very 
much. 


GINGER NUTS.—Three pounds of 


flour, three-fourths of a pound of butter 
rubbed into one-half pound of sugar, 
one pint of treacle, two ounces of gin- 
ger, one-half a nutmeg, one-fourth n 
teaspoon of cinnamon. Make the dough 
stiff and knead it hard for ten minutes; 
cut into cakes aud bake.

potatoes, add to them ono quart of 
boiling milk; stir in three bejiicn eirgs 
and one-quarter of a pound of sugar, 
boil seven minutes, taking care not to 
lot it burn, then add one-half cup of 
butter. Tliis will make tbreo Igood- 
sized custards. 


A SIMPLE FnuiTPunmxo.—To make 


this pudding take a teacupful each of 
sugar, sweet milk and chopped raisins 
ar currants, one egg, one large spoonful 
butter, two tcnoupfuls Hour and. one 
and a half teaspoon fills baking powder. 
Mix quickly together, put in a greased 
pan and bake or steam as preferred. 
Use with a hot sauce, or butter aud su- 
gar rubbed together. 


CONSOMME Sour.—Take a large soup 


bone with vegetables, and let them boil 
for five or six hours', skimming off at 
intervals the grease and other sub- 
slances that may arise to the surface. 
Remove this stock from fire, strain it 
off and let it cool. Then stir together 
a half dozen eggs (shells and all), ono 
sliced carrot, one sliced onion, salt and 
pepper, and mix thoroughly with the 
cold stock and put over the fire to boil 
slowly five minutes, stirring from time 
to time to prevent burning.

This morning our squad had 
to go some distance away to bury one 
of the horses that had died in tho 
service, and in the afternoon over to 
headquarters to take down the shed 
used for the officers' stables preparato- 
ry for a move of the regiment. Tho 
Tenth regiment have already gone, hav- 
ing, like the Arabs, "folded their tents 
and silently stolen away."

I 
iiad always wished to see this bridge 
since the first regiment crossed it com- 
ng from Bull Run. It is nearly a mile 
long and runs diagonally across tho 
now famous Potomac. We passed by, 
or through, Fort Resolution and werb 
soon on tho soil of Old Virginia, ei: 
route for Fairfax. This was a fearful 
march, the heat increasing as tbe sun 
arose; tbe roads, deep with dust, which 
the tramp of so many soldiers kept con- 
stantly moving in clouds. Canteens ol 
water, half filled at starting, were soon 
empty, and the colonel, on his horse, 
seemed to have no pity for the soldiei 
on foot. Hungry and thirsty, weary 
and footsore, chafed with perspiration 
and heat, the cry was, water! water 
water! But there was no water and no 
stopping for rest, especially by the rcai 
companies. It was said that the head 
of tho regiment stopped once or Iwioe 
for two or three minutes, but by tbo 
time the rear companies caught up the 
bead began to march ou so Uioro was 
no rest for us.

Our method of leaching any study 
lust largely depend upon the amounl 
ind kind of knowledge or training 
ought, tho maturity of tho ininds witli 
vhich we deal and the amount of time 
o bo devoted to the study. 
Taking the Harvard examination ii: 


indent history as a standard, I shonlr 
ay that while a boy who ia simply wel 
upplied with bare, external, unrelated 
acts such as dates, details of battles 
lames ot leaders and incidents in tbeii 
ivcs and summaries of laws and const! 
Buttons can pass Ibis examination, ye 
i hoy who has studied and though 
ihout tho character of leaders, tin 
;haraoteristics of national 
life, tin 


;anso and results of wars and tbo Bpiri 
of the laws would bo more likely tt 
jass it and would please tho examine 
nuch better. The recent rccoimnenda 
;ion of outside reading in tbe catalogu 
and tho character of that reading is a 
decided indication of this. The num 
jcr of facts, dates, and names require; 
s not largo, and the permission toomi 
some of tho questions on the papo 
oaves a teacher considerable freedom 
of choice as to method and the subjec 
matter of his teaching.

The book of which I am spoakin 


gives about two pages and a half to th 
battle. Of this space one-half a page 
given to a genealogy of Paulus, a paf 
to a plan of Cannae, the order of batt 
and its details. Perhaps one-fifth o 
the space is given to tho attitude of th 
Romans after the battle, .but I do nc 
find any distinct mention of the qua 
rel between the legally equal consul 
and its disastrous results.

more, instead of letting the facts, eU 
quontas they are, speak forthomsolve 
the author tells tho pupil that "the ol 
Roman pride and stubbornness sare 
the state," which is at best but a h»l 
truth, for tho ftct shows that it w»» th 
Roman. »elf-sacriflcing patriotism whic 
saved the state quite as much as tl 
Roman stubbornness and pride.

The poet Goethe, in speak- 
ng of an old German .proverb which 
says, "where a man is well there is his 
country," said it would have been 
wiser had it run "where a man is use- 
ful there is his country!"

jhat seeing other lands with appreciat- 
ed eyes and receptive minds would cn- 
ighten us and broaden our views, that
